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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: arguments and remarks made in the amendment 
received 17 June 2009 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

As to independent claims 14 and 25, applicant argues in essence that the current generator specified in the Tornare reference (French 
Patent Pub. No. FR2835056, published July 25, 2003, Application No. FR2020000689 20020121 (Abstract and machine translation of the 
description furnished previously)) does not act as a voltage source, as recited in the instant claims, and argues that Tornare discloses a 
constant current source applied to the series combination of the sensor resistor and the reference resistor. However, a reading of the 
abstract of Tornare clearly discloses a variable current source: "A hotwire oil (14) level sensor (10) has an oil level measurement circuit 
connected across a resistive electrical conductor in thermal contact with the liquid and in series with a precision resistor current sensor (12) 
controlling (16) a variable duty cycle current generator (11)". Applicant's argument is therefore unpersuasive. . 
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
